It must lead to a tremendous amount of 
confidence and understanding between those 11] 
players, particularly at the back. And that's 
certainly been evident with the Glory's defence 
conceding just six goals to date. 

However, there are 14 other players in the 
squad, 14 other very talented players, many of 
whom would be walk-up starters in any other NSL 
side, all itching to get a piece of the action. 

Watching from the stands may be okay for three 
or four matches, but another six or seven rounds of 
inactivity and suddenly the season's half over and 
these players have still seen no action. 

But that shouldn't really be a big problem. All the 
players know if they're not in the squad, it's up to 
them to work extra hard to try to prove they're 
worth a spot. It's all part and parcel of their job - no 
one is guaranteed a place in the team. It's no doubt 
enormously frustrating watching from the sidelines 
but everyone knows that may be the case if you join 
one of the bigger clubs in any league. 

There will always be injuries and suspensions 
and that's when the other players need to come in 
and perform immediately, just as Gary Faria has 
done in the Glory's last two games. 

But that's easier said than done in the Glory's 
situation and that's where problems could arise 
later in the season. It's a potentially double-edged 
sword that shouldn't halt, but could hinder, the 
Glory's seemingly unstoppable charge towards the 
championship. 

It's not that the players coming in aren't good 
enough to replace those in the starting XI - far from it. 

No, the problems could arise if a "non-regular" is 
brought into the line-up for an NSL match without 
any real match practice. Playing training games 
against the starting XI is probably as good a 
grounding as these players can get at the moment

but match fitness and playing in a real match is 
another thing altogether. And unfortunately at the 
moment, some of the Glory boys haven't played a 
competitive match since pre-season. 

Having said that, Faria came in and did a superb 
job against both the Power and Newcastle and 
didn't look a bit out of place, only perhaps tiring 
slightly in the closing moments of each match. 

It's no-one's fault and can't be helped but there 
will be a time when other squad members will be 
needed later in the season and it could be difficult 
to adapt to the pace and pressure, particularly if 
it's a finals match, even more so for the likes of the 
injured Ljubo Milicevic and Gareth Naven who 
didn't even take part in the pre-season. 

The sort of stability the Glory have enjoyed really 
is a situation that would make coaches worldwide 
green with envy, but then clubs in most other 
countries have some sort of reserve league that 
allows the rest of the squad to play in competitive 
and meaningful matches, so they can come in more 
or less ready to go from the first minute. 

It's also probably not such a factor in a first-past- 
the-post competition (which every other country in 
the world seems to favour) because a winning 
streak such as the Glory's would often have set up 
a big enough buffer that would allow a couple of 
losses later in the season and would still enable 
them to hold out for top position. 

But Australia's unique play-off system is a 
different story. As good statistical reading as they 
make, in effect, all the Glory's records and wins so 
far count for nothing (except the chance for a home 
grand final). They could win their remaining 15 
matches, only to lose a final because they had to 
bring in two or three players, quality players, but 
players who haven't been able to play a 
competitive match for six months. 


The Glory’s steady team line-up has proven itself to be a powerful 
force but will injuries and suspensions play.a part later in the season.

The last time the sides met - in | 

Adelaide in March - the Glory 
recorded an astonishing 6-4 triumph 
with goals from Alistair Edwards, 
Scott Miller, Bobby Despotovski, John Carbone, an 
own goal from Ante Kovacevic and the strike of the 
night from City old boy Damian Mori, who had the 
home fans dreaming of past glories when he evaded 
his marker with a clever swivel and lashed the ball into 
the roof of the net from 15 yards. 

That victory had enabled the Perth outfit to do the 
double over City, having won 2-0 with goals from 
Despotovski and Carbone at Perth Oval in December. 

But it was the game in March that was of greater 
significance, enabling the Glory to stretch its unbeaten 
run to a record 12 fixtures. 

That record is again in sight with the Perth team 
undefeated now in nine successive league games. 

Interestingly, the NSL's record unbeaten run is a 
remarkable 22 games, which was set by Apia 
Leichhardt in the 1986-87 season. Apia also lays 
claim to the longest undefeated start to a season of 
20 matches. 

As records go, the Adelaide club is no slouch either, 
having qualified for the NSL top six play-offs for a 
record 11 seasons in a row from 1989-90 to 1999-00. 

The club just missed out last season, finishing 
seventh in what was deemed to be a re-building phase 
after losing key players like Mori, goalkeeper Jason 
Petkovic (also to the Glory), captain Alex Tobin (now at

Finding the target is hardly a major concern for the 
Glory, which is the NSL's top scoring club with 23 
goals in nine games, eight of them coming in four 
home fixtures. 

Mori is the Glory's top individual striker with nine 
goals, although he hasn't found the net in the team's 
last three games. 

But it would take a brave man to bet against him 
rubbing salt into his old club's wounds by adding to 
that tally tonight. 

The mercurial Mori is still in Adelaide's history books 
as the club's record scorer with 128 goals in eight 
seasons. He is already the Glory's second all-time top 
scorer with a quick-fire 28 goals in only 37 
appearances. Despotovski is the pacesetter with 65 
goals in 139 games.

Jamie Harnwell sent a free header wide for the visitors 
just after the break, before Gary Faria equalised with a superb 
strike, firing into the bottom corner from the edge of the area 
after 65 minutes. Travis Dodd and Esala Masi had 
opportunities to put Newcastle back in front but the Glory had 
by far the best chances fo win the match, with Scott Miller, 
Harnwell and Faria all going close in the closing moments.

Parramatta Power blew the chance to consolidate their position 
in the top six when they let a 2-0 lead slip and conceded a last 
minute equaliser against Football Kingz.

HISTORY 


he Juventus soccer club of Adelaide, later to be known as Adelaide City, then Adelaide Force, and finally 

Adelaide City Force, was the first major Australian soccer club to be formed after the second world war. 
The club was a key mover in the formation of the NSL - in their first year they boasted the highest average 
home crowd and clocked up the most number of goals in one game, when they defeated Mooroolbark 
10-3. To this day, this stands out as the joint highest scoring NSL game. By 1986, the club were league 
champions, defeating Sydney Olympic over two legs in the grand final. The Force were ever-present in the 
league's finals since 1989/90, and appeared in a record consecutive 
four national league grand finals from 1992 to 1995. They achieved 
victories in 1992 and 1994, both times against Melbourne Knights in 
Melbourne. They lost several key players last season and missed the 
playoffs for the first time in 12 seasons and again look as though they will 
struggle fo be around come finals time.

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n the fourth round of the current season, 

Adelaide City Force coach Zoran Matic 
took over from Frank Arok as the all-time 
record-holder for the most games 
coached in the NSL. The match against 
Parramatta Power was his 430th in 
charge and the quiet and unassuming 
boss has still to give an indication of when he might ep 
down from the post he has held on and off since 1979 
when he was assistant to Rale Rasic. Zoran spoke fo 
Richard Kreider about his soccer memories in Australia 
since emigrating from Yugoslavia in late April, 1973 and 
expressed his concern about the dearth of talent in the 
competition as Australia's young stars of the future go 
overseas in search of their dreams. 


Firstly Zoran, congratulations and what does the 
milestone of 430 plus games mean to you? 

It means I'm old! But seriously, it's a nice achievement to 
reach | guess. 


Who encouraged you to move to Australia? 

| already had an uncle in Australia but | always had 
ambitions to come here. Besides, my wife would probably 
say it was to find her! 


Your first playing days downunder were with 
State league side Beograd right? 

The first week | arrived in South Australia | remember going 
down to the club and saying, "I realise soccer is not a major 
sport so you don't have to pay me anything straight away. 
| will play six games and if you are happy after that, you 
can tell me if you want me to sign." | played one game and 
a club official said: "We like what we've already seen and 
we shall sign you up now." | know the club was bottom 
before | signed and we went on to finish third. | ended up 
having four years with the team. 


Then you played 38 games for Adelaide City 
between 1977 and 1978 

Adelaide and Beograd were playing in the same league at 
the time. Usually, I'm not one for changes and | prefer to 
be loyal to a particular club. I'm always reluctant to move 
house, let alone move clubs but | eventually got there at the 
age of 32. | was also captain of the South Australian team 
that won its first game against overseas opposition, which 
was Legia Warsaw. | also played against great teams like 
Tottenham Hotspur and Chelsea. South Australia had some 
talented players then, like Billy Birch, Johnny Perin, Barry 
Reynolds, Bobby Russell, Sergio Melta and Bugsy 
Nyskohus. | wasn't impressed with training just three times 
a week, since | was used to training twice a day in 
Yugoslavia! 


You played alongside Perth's own Gary 
Marocchi back then 

Gary was only 21 or 22 when he first played for Adelaide. 
| played sweeper at the time and Gary was in midfield 
because | was a lot older. He was a good player, had a 
lot of skill, good vision and had a good pass on him but

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ball. | remember the last game of one of the early seasons 
when he mucked around too much with the ball. | finally 
got it but a late tackle fractured my wrist. | never forgave 
him for that although we have always been good friends. 


What would be your best highlight as a player? 
| played for FK Cvenka in Yugoslavia and we gained 
promotion to the first division. It doesn't get any better than 
being promoted from the second division. 


When did you first start a coaching career? 
Beograd suggested | attend a six-month coaching program. 
This was an invitation to the older professional players and 
gave us work with juniors and schools. The coach of 
Beograd had just resigned and | initially accepted a four or 
five-week term before the new coach arrived from an English 
holiday. The senior players disappeared so | injected a lot of 
juniors into the side and we ended up having a pretty good 
season. | remained in the position for another season 
although | decided it was too difficult being player/coach. 


How and when did you first become coach of 
Adelaide City? 

It was when | retired as a player and Rale Rasic was the 
coach of Adelaide at the time. He asked me in 1979 if | 
would work as his assistant, which | did for two seasons. 


You won NSL titles in 1986 1992 and 1994. 
Which one is your most satisfying? 

It would have to be the first against Olympic Sharks 
because it was the one that was accomplished on sheer 
determination, especially after being a goal down in the 
first leg. We were not favoured to win but we won because 
the players wanted it badly. 


Many people would have forgotten you coached 
the now defunct Collingwood Warriors. What 
happened there? 

I'm not normally a selfish person, but this time | was. | had 
plenty to lose since | left a business in Adelaide. Because of 
indecisions from the leading administrators, the club was 
more or less finished after just four weeks. | would never 
jump ship and | only remained to preserve my pride, even 
though | could have quite easily flown back home. 


One of your senior players in Carl Veart said 
recently you are the hardest coach he's ever 
had. Are you naturally a firm leader? 

| don't think you will meet a softer man than me. I'm a hard 
coach when it comes to telling people to play the ball here 
or there or whatever, but I'm quite different when it comes 
to understanding people and their problems. 


Why has Adelaide soccer lost its attraction? 

The only thing that will bring the supporters back is the results. 
People have been spoilt in Adelaide. A team that plays 
attractive football will always generate supporters. | think there 
is still room for a second team in Adelaide and | have always 
encouraged this because | think rivalry is healthy. in our sport.

| believe you don't consider the standard of the 
NSL is as good as the early nineties 

The standard of the NSL is not as strong as it should be 
because of the pressure on the clubs to produce results and 
a shortage of young talent. Maybe Perth Glory don't have 
the pressure as we speak, but if they don't win the 
premiership next year they could very easily finish with 
4,000 plus attendances like us. Nick Tana can spend billions 
on promotion but what we have is a public that only follows 
winners. We experienced that with Adelaide City where we 
are not as good a team as we were and now we are getting 
ignored. We have the junior structure in place and we wait 
for them to come through but those same players are 
heading overseas before they even serve the club. 


How can we arrest the problem? 

We are not getting 10 million dollars from television rights so 
we have to generate money from somewhere else to pay the 
players. There should be a salary cap, but one that is 


reasonable, logical and affordable. | think we live beyond our _ 


dreams and it's been proven - that's why a lot of clubs are 
falling by the wayside. Soccer doesn't have to be a major 
sport to be popular - it just has to become a respectable one. 
There are plenty of people that play the game and the media 
should embrace us because if you look at it, we are doing 
community work where we are keeping kids off the streets.

G Faria's first full NSL season went so well that he could 
be forgiven for having been rocked by limited opportunities 
this time around - but it is perhaps a sign of the spirit at the club 
this season that instead he could see a silver lining to the cloud.

arry Kewell not a committed Aussie? Rubbish! So says 

Perth Glory goalkeeper Tony Franken, who knows 
better than most about the dedication of the Leeds United 
wonder player. 


"Harry is so dinky-di that | reckon he will captain the 
Socceroos within a few years," said Franken, who recently 
returned to Perth after acting as goalkeeper coach to the 
national team in the World Cup qualifiers against Uruguay 
and the glamour friendly against France. 


Kewell has, in the past, been described as a reluctant 
Australian because of his continual unavailability for 
international fixtures and this perception appeared to be 
strengthened with rumours coming out of the Socceroos 
camps that he was unhappy with the striking role handed 
to him by national coach Frank Farina.

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close, he was a nice guy, great to work with and | couldn't 
fault him for his passion and commitment - he wears his 
heart on his sleeve," said the veteran keeper. 


"| found it a magical experience being involved with elite 
players like Harry. Seeing what he-does on the training 
track was an eye-opener, an experience | never wanted to 
end." 


Franken was mainly responsible for making sure that 
keepers Mark Schwarzer and Zeljko Kalac stayed sharp 
and focused. 


"It was basically man management - you can't teach these 
fellows new tricks," he said. "Mark is a true professional - 
he can't get enough of training. Zeljko is a bit of a clown 
prince - a real joker, great fun. Both are nice guys." 


Franken said he was thankful to the Glory, giving him the 
time off to pursue a dream. But he's not sure if the dream 
will continue because of impending changes in the national 
team's coaching setup. Assistant Graham Arnold has been 
shown the door, while Farina is still talking about the 
possibility of a new contract, with less pay. 


"| haven't been sacked or anything like that - | don't have 
a contract anyway - but if Frank Farina continues as coach 
I'm hoping | will still be called on for international 
matches," he said. 


Goalkeeper coaching would appear to be very much what 
the future holds for Franken, who feels he may have come 
to the end of his playing days with the Glory. His contract 
ends this season, although he would like to continue as 
long as possible in a career that has seen him play 278 
NSL games, 39 of them for the Perth team. 


He said: "My personal view is that a club - particularly one 
as big as the Glory - needs three keepers and I'd like to 
stay around to pass on my experience maybe in a 
goalkeeper/coaching role and as a stand-by keeper. You 
never know when you might be needed." 


His involvement with the Socceroos has probably cost him

November 21, 1999. He did nothing wrong on that 
occasion, the team romping to a 6-1 home win over 
Melbourne Knights, but the club signed Petkovic, who took 
over the following week and hasn't missed a game since. 


Franken, however, can be proud of his contribution to the 
club, playing a hero's role when it crashed into the top six 
finals for the first time in the 1998-99 season, getting to the 
preliminary final before losing to Sydney United. 


He feels this could be the breakthrough season for the 
club's first crown. 


"Everyone in the Eastern States is tipping us to win the 
league by about 10 points, but it's less predictable when it 
comes to the play-offs," he said.

Pp: Glory continued their perfect start to the 
season and set a new record for the bestever 
start by a team in the NSL's 25-year history when 
they beat Parramatta Power 2-1 in an entertaining 
match at Perth Oval. The victory, the club's eighth 
in succession, was set up by two early goals to 
Bobby Despotovski, who cast aside any pre-match 
doubts about his fitness with another brilliant man 
of the match performance.

SOCCEROOS STAND BY THEIR MAN 
The jewel in Australian soccer's crown, 
Harry Kewell, could quit international 
soccer if Frank Farina is not 
reappointed as Socceroos coach. "If 
Frank decides to go, I'd assess my 
future (with the Socceroos), depending 
on who Soccer Australia appoints to 
replace him," Kewell said. "I've never had any 
problems working with Frank. We have a great 
relationship. He has my total support and I'm sure that 
goes for the whole team. It's all very well to talk about 
getting somebody else in, but so far no one with any 
reputation or standing in the game has been 
mentioned." Wolves defender Kevin Muscat and Craig 
Moore of Rangers have also said they will consider 


their futures with the national side if Farina is ousted. - 


Muscat said: "If Frank and Arnie (assistant Graham 
Arnold) are pushed out of the door, which is what 
appears to be happening, a few players might say, 
'That's enough'. Only time will tell." Moore was equally 
forthright saying: "If reports of what's being offered are 
true, | can't see how Frank can stay on. | hope they see 
sense and tie down Farina for the future. He and 
Graham Arnold created a great atmosphere to work in. 
| think Frank did very well in a short space of time.

KING RUFER STANDS DOWN 
Oceania's Player of the 20th century 
Wynton Rufer has officially retired from 
the game, admitting it was largely as a 
result of a difference of opinion over 
§ training with new Football Kingz coach 
Kevin Fallon. Fallon had demanded 
that Rufer train full-time with the rest of the squad, while 
Rufer said his contract with former coach Mike Petersen 
stipulated he only had to attend team training three 
times a week. Rufer was already believed to be at odds 
with Fallon after he was preferred to his (Rufer's) 
brother Shane (then the club's assistant coach), when 


Mike Petersen left the club after just four games. The rift, 


widened earlier in the week when Fallon publicly 
doubted Rufer's commitment, saying: "For me, it's 
basically all over, | can't coach a ghost. | can't have 
special conditions for him. I've got to treat him like 


every other player. The boy's nearly 40. He's not 
interested." He went on to say that Rufer had been to 
only one of the 25 coaching sessions he had since 
taking over at the Kingz. 


BOSNICH ON HIS WAY ... AGAIN? 

Chelsea has dismissed speculation that Australian 
goalkeeper Mark Bosnich is set to leave the club. The 
latest rumours circulating the British press claim that 
Bosnich, who is currently out with a thigh strain, could 
be on his way out of Stamford Bridge after coach 
Claudio Ranieri insisted he would stick with Carlo 
Cudicini in goal. Bosnich turned in a number of 
excellent performances for the Blues before suffering 
the injury against Everton and another lengthy stay on 
the bench could force the former Socceroo shotstopper 
to look for other options. Speaking after Cudicini's 
heroics earned Chelsea a draw at Sunderland, Ranieri 
said: "| have three good goalkeepers and | sometimes 
choose one and | want to continue with that one. "After 
they are injured, | put the second one in and then the 
third, but only because the first goalkeeper was injured. 

Now I'm playing Carlo, I'll continue cal Carlo. That's 

normal." 


KENNETT ON THE ATTACK 


In the wake of the furore surrounding Soccer Australia's 


handling of the Socceroo coaching position, Jeff 
Kennett has. again called for an. independent 
commission. "I think all of this, and it's not just the 
appointment of a coach, or a new coach, unfortunately 
the administration of Soccer Australia is in denial and 
there is a fundamental meltdown," Kennett said. "These 
people, sadly, as a collection of people are unable to 
administer the game to realise the game's potential. 
They're all trying to desperately hold onto their 
positions for personal reasons, but if they were acting 
in the interests of soccer, they'd get out of the way and 
allow an independent commission to take over. The 
reality is we've had the Stewart Royal Commission, and 
those in charge of soccer did not put into place the 
recommendations of Stewart. My argument is very 
clear, we have the capacity to realise huge potential 
from soccer in Australia being administered and played 
professionally within this country and internationally. 
But it's not the responsibility of governments, it's the 
responsibility of those associated with soccer. If soccer 
doesn't heal itself, or attempt to heal itself, none of us 
will have any confidence or interest in it as a code." 


AROUND THE GLOBE 
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UNITED NO LONGER BEST, SAYS GEORGE 


George Best has described Manchester 
United's current plight as "a shambles" - 
and questioned Sir Alex Ferguson's 
rotation system. Best warned that United 
could end up trophyless this season after 
they lost their sixth Premiership game of 
the campaign last weekend, going 
down 1-0 at home to West Ham United. Like many 
others, Best questioned Ferguson's decision to rest star 
players Juan Sebastian Veron and Ruud van Nistelrooy 
- and leave England skipper David Beckham on the 
bench. He said: "I just don't understand why he's 
resting players. They are paid so well and there are 
67,000 people screaming them on, so 
why do they need a rest. It just doesn't 
make sense in my opinion. You need 
your best players out there doing it for 
you week in, week out. It's all gone 
pear-shaped and it's a bit of a 
shambles." 


"SCARY" ENGLAND CAN WIN: SHERINGHAM 


England can win the World Cup because 
they have players who can "scare the 
hell" out of their opponents, according to 
Teddy Sheringham. The Tottenham 
") fm Hotspur and England striker sees no 
reason not to be optimistic about 
England's chances despite their supposed "Group of 
Death" draw. "It's an extremely tough draw... but then 
| prefer it to be tough," he said. "I think it's far easier 
for you to be burdened by expectations when you get 
drawn against easier opposition. | can't imagine for 
one minute that the other teams in our group believe it's 
going to be easy facing England. We have plenty of 
depth and quality in the squad and plenty of players 
who scare the hell out of other teams. I'm well aware 
that there are other teams in the finals with equal 
potential, but along the way you get that bit of luck that 
makes the difference and suddenly your fortunes 
change. Look at France 98. We were extremely 
unfortunate not to get past Argentina. Had we done so, 
who knows how far we would have gone? Maybe it's 
our turn for a bit of luck - it wouldn't be before time." 


JUST ONE PROBLEM - WHERE'S THE 
OPPOSITION? 


Hospitalet were eliminated from Spain's King's Cup 
recently after it carried out its threat not to move from 
its stadium to play a fourth round tie against Deportivo 
La Coruna. The third division side ended up forfeiting 
the tie and are likely to be fined and excluded from 
next year's competition, while Deportivo will go 
through to the quarterfinals without having to play 
either leg of the tie. Hospitalet, who normally play 
home matches on an artificial pitch, had earlier 
rejected a Spanish football federation ruling that the 
home leg of the tie should be played on grass at 
Barcelona's Mini Estadi two kilometres away from its 
ground. In a bizarre sequence of events, Deportivo 
were left warming up on the pitch of a deserted Mini 
Estadi while it waited in vain for its opponents to 
appear. Referee Eduardo lturralde Gonzalez followed 
the federation rules to the letter and waited 30 minutes 
for Hospitalet to turn up before awarding Deportivo 
their easiest win of the season. 


CLAIMS OF MATCH FIXING 


Belarus star Gennady Tumilovich has claimed his 
teammates were bribed to lose to Wales in a vital 
match that could have resulted in them playing off 
against Germany for a place in the World Cup finals. 
John Hartson scored the only goal at the Millennium 
Stadium in October as Wales beat Belarus 1-0, a result 
that combined with Ukraine's 1-1 draw in Poland, sent 
Ukraine into the play-offs as Group Five runners-up. 
Belarus would have gone through to meet the second 
placed team from Group Nine if they had won in 
Cardiff and the Poland-Ukraine score been the same. 
But goalkeeper Tumilovich said that wasn't going to 
happen. "Let's just say that some of our players were 
offered certain material gifts and were, at best, going 
through the motions." Belarus had beaten Wales 2-1 in 
Minsk the first time the two nations met in Group Five 
with goals from Valiantsin Bialkevich and Aliksandr 
Khatskevich, who both play in Ukraine for Dynamo 
Kiey. For whatever reason, Bialkevich and Khatskevich 
both refused to travel to Cardiff for the reverse fixture 
that Belarus had to win to stand a chance of reaching 
the World Cup, claiming it was a protest at being 
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dropped for the previous qualifier against Poland. 
However, Tumilovich is known as a somewhat 
"colourful" character whose career has seen him 
boozily steal the team bus, miss flights to away games 
and crash his car into a lamp-post, so he may not be 
seen as the most reliable of sources. 


SPECIAL DELIVERY ... BY AIR 


Security was so tight around the US team that recently 
played in South Korea that even salad dressing for 
the players had to be specially flown in. Following 


heightened precautions ordered after the September . 


11 terrorist attacks in New York and Washington, 
South Korea put blanket security around the US team 
after it arrived for a match to officially open one of the 
10 stadiums to be used for next year's World Cup 
finals. "For the US meals, a sealed container of salad 
dressing has been airlifted here," an anonymous 
security official said. Football's international 
governing body FIFA advised the World Cup co-hosts 
to have players' meals tested for anthrax. On top of 
about 1,500 local police deployed in and around the 
new Sogwipo stadium and the US team hotel, special 
commandos and plain clothes bodyguards also 
provided around-the-clock security for the team. A 10- 
strong elite police security service team stood by on a 
hotel floor where US players were sealed off from 
other guests. Wherever US players were, Special 
Weapons Attacks Teams followed nearby. "Not a 
single ant could break through without permission," 
said security team leader Lee KilHyong. Metal 
detectors were set up at all stadium entrances where 
security personnel check the identification of each 
spectator. South Korea says it will offer armed 
bodyguards to most players and key figures, 
including FIFA leaders. The country has already 
decided to impose no-fly zones around its 10 
stadiums. 


DAUM CRACKS ON COCAINE CHARGE 


German football coach Christoph Daum told a court 
he had been a regular cocaine user but denied 
dealing in the drug. Daum, who faces charges of 
procuring cocaine and inciting others to traffic in the 


substance said his trial made him feel like a 
condemned man. The 48-year-old, who had been due 
to take over as coach of the German national team 
until the drugs and sex scandal erupted last year, said 
he had been an occasional user of cocaine. "I'm 
ready fo take responsibility for my actions. But what 
is happening here, this trial, it feels to me like an 
execution," Daum said, adding that he may have 
been framed. Daum was a star in the world of 
German football and was hailed as the man to revive 
the German team after its disastrous performance in 
the Euro 2000 tournament. He was named coach of 
the national team on July 1, succeeding interim coach 
Rudi Voller.
